^Jjadvised that Martin Luther King, 

Jr., had arrived at Coni'erehiA Point Camp, Williams Bay, sometime 
during the previous evening. King reportedly arrived by automobile 
and was billetted at the camp. This source advised that there 
had been no trouble at Conference Point and that none was expected. 
King was apparently planning on leaving the Camp either on the even- 
ing of October 9, 1965, or early morning of October 10, 19&5, for the 
purpose of making connections to 

Atlanta. On October 10, 1965, QHHHHHHHIHKadvlsed L7(CJ 
that a cross had been burned at 12:21 am on October 9, 1965* at 
Williams Bay on Highway 36 next to the property of Harry Breen.. 

Plumbing Company, Examination of the cross revealed it to be 
constructed of scrap lumber about nine feet high and eight feet 
wide. The up-right was made of an old 2' by 2' and the cross 
member of a 1 ‘ by 6 ' with an added scrap on the right side apparently 
to make it longer. The entire cross had been inserted in a rotted 
stump of a tree. The crosg smelled heavily of kerosene or fuel 
oil and it was only slightly burned inasmuch, as the f lames had been . 
apparently rapidly extinguishing.

MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 


On Sunday, October 10, 1965, the following Information 
appeared on Page 22 of the MILWAUKEE JOURNAL newspaper under a 
photograph of the Reverend Martin Luther King pictured with Albert 
Raby of the Co-ordinating Council of Community Organizations. The 
article consisted of a dateline of Williams Bay, Wisconsin - 
Associated Press. 

The Reverend Martin Luther King said Saturday that the 
antipoverty program, apparently referring to President Johnson's 
War on Poverty, would fail "if it substitutes a welfare approach 
at the creation of more Jobs.” 

King spoke of unemployment among Negroes referring to 
them as "impoverished aliens in an affluent society." He added 
that "to tell a bootless people to lift themselves by their own 
bootstraps is a cruel Jest." 

King told a Joint meeting of two civil rights groups 
that the Negro "has never been allowed to be a man and he never 
will be until he has the economic undergirding to support his 
family.? King spoke at a closed meeting of the Co-ordinating 
Council. of Community Organization of Chicago and the Southern 
Chrlst-lan. Leadership conference. The groups are holding a three 
day meeting at the Walworth county resort community to plan Joint 
efforts for civil rights campaigns in Chicago. King said that 
there were three reasons for the Southern Christian Leadership 
had chosen Chicago for its first major civil right drive in the 
north. He then cited his "great faith" in Chicago's civil rights 
movement, his belief that Chicago represents all the problems 
'■‘.ifound in urban centers of the north, and his desire to recipro- 
cate for aid Chicagoans provided the civil rights movement in the 
south. 

King said that Chicago was one of the most segregated 
cities and has one of the greatest housing problems of any city 
in this country.

"This is one of the chief aims of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference: to broadly disseminate 
through Intensive training the heart of nonviolence, that 
our commitment to nonviolence sill not only be a 
technique, but shall become for us a way of life with 
love and redemption as its center. Another chief aim 
of SCLC is in the area of voter registration. Here again 
it must be recognized that the right and proper use of 
the ballot is vital in our struggle for first-class 
oltizenship. " 

This publication also carried an article written 
by L. D. REDDICK, Historian, SCLC, setting forth the history 
of SCLC and its development. In this article REDDICK pointed 
out that at the founding of SCLC it was agreed that civil 
rights were essential to Democracy and that the Negro should 
reject segregation absolutely but in a non-violent manner. 

The composition of the board of the SCLC in its founding 
convention reflected a strong church orientation of the 
organization, along with a sprinkling of intellectuals, 
laborites and lawyers. Dr. REDDICK identified the aims 
and purposes of SCLC as follows: 

”1. To achieve full citizenship rights, and total 
integration of the Negro in American life. 

"2. To stimulate nonviolent direct mass action to 

remove the barriers of segregation and discrimination 

"3. To disseminate the creative philosophy and 
techniques of nonviolence through local and 
area workshops. 

"4. To secure the right and unhampered use of 
the ballot for every citizen. 

”5. To reduce the cultural lag through the 
Citizenship Training Program."

Another article appearing in this publication by 
DOROTHY COTTON, Director, Citizenship School, SCLC, cites 
as one of the necessary factors in the program of the SCLC 
is to build a program around mass non-violent direct 
action and to prepare "soldiers" for the non-violent 
Army. In order to do this it is necessary to prepare these 
individuals as follows: 

" Gathering Facts Before engaging in nonviolent direct 
action, we must have detailed facts about the unjust 
situation against which we are protesting. A nonviolent 
campaign must never be based on mere opinion and hearsay. 

"Education Once all the facts and figures are known this 
Information must be disseminated throughout the community 
involved. One goal of a nonviolent movement is to gain 
understanding, sympathy, and support for the changes we 
Seek. In order to achieve this, the people ( white and 
Negro) must be Informed. 

"Negotiation Nonviolent resistance to injustice 
presupposes the desire to win opponents to our cause, 
not to conquer or overthrow. We, therefore, talk 
directly with persons in charge of areas of our 
grievances before any action is taken. 

"Purification Spiritual preparation is mandatory for 
those who would participate in Christian nonviolent 
direct action. Preparation requires studying nonviolence 
in workshops, role-playing, and making a commitment. 

When actual love is felt for our opponents, a direct- 
action campaign is then begun. 

"Direct Action We show our love and dedication to 
truth by presenting our very bodies in places not 
opened to us. By such acts we confront segregationists 
with the Issues and ourselves, and they are forced to 
make a decision. By such acts, we accept suffering 
rather than inflict suffering. 
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white clergymen who publicly criticized K 
and untimely demonstrations. KING, in answering this 
letter, sets forth some of his moral justifications for 
acts on the part of SCLC and pertinent portions of this 
letter are as follows: 




"In your statement you asserted that our actions, 
even though peaceful, must be condemned because they 
precipitate violence. Isn’t this like condemning 
the robbed man because his possession of money 
precipitated the evil act of robbery? Isn’t this 
like condemning Socrates because his unswerving 
commitment to truth and his philosophy delvings 
precipitated the misguided popular mind to make 
him drink the hemlock? Isn't this like condemning 
Jesus because his unique God-consciousness and never- 
oeasing devotion to God's will precipitated the evil 
act of the Crucifixion?

"The question is not whether we will be 
extremist but what kind of extremist will we be. 

Will we be extremists for hate or will we be 
extremists for love? Will we be extremists 
for the preservation of injustice - or will we 
be extremists for the cause of Justice? In that 
dramatic scene on Calvary's hill, three men were 
crucified for the same crime - the crime of extremism. 
Two were extremists for immorality, and thus fell 
below their environment. The other, Jesus Christ, 
was an extremist for love, truth and goodness, and 
thereby rose about his environment. So, after all, 
maybe the South, the nation and the world are in dire 
need of creative extremists."

ASAC Westfall, Savannah, telephoned this evening (10/18/65) 
setting forth details of a stolen car ring involving officials of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC). 



Harold Belton Andrews (a white male born in 1923 and the subject of 
a car theft ring in the 1940's) contacted Senior Resident Agent Dyer in 
Columbia, South Carolina, today and furnished details of four automobiles 
obtained by him, three of which have been sold to officials of SCLC. The 
fourth automobile is presently in his possession and observed by our Agents 
in Columbia, also to be sold to the SCLC officials in the immediate future. 


According to Andrews, Findlay and Williams (who are connected with 
the SCLC in Atlanta) learned he, Andrews, had been in prison for auto theft 
and wanted him to obtain hot cars to transport civil rights workers. Williams 
and Findlay allegedly told Andrews that their auditor, Francis (LNU) would 
be arriving in Atlanta in the immediate future to check on money, property, 
and expenses of SCLC. It was indicated there was a shortage in SCLC 
funds and they desired to obtain a number of stolen cars to record as 
assets of SCLC in order that there would be no apparent shortage. 


Andrews furnished details on four automobiles obtained by him in 
I Washington, D.C., Newark, New Jersey, Atlanta, Georgia, and Daytona, 

I Florida. These automobiles were rented by him and never returned. The 
I first three were sold to Williams and Findlay at a nominal price with 
1 fictitious bills of sale and registrations being prepared. The doc uments , 
\ indicated the autos were purchased at prices of approximately $3uftOG.

Andrews at the present time had In his possession a 1965 Dodge Dart 
which he claimed to have rented from Sinco Service Station, Daytona, 
Florida, two or three weeks ago. This vehicle has been observed by our 
Agents in Columbia. Andrews stated that he was to take this car to 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, tonight and upon arriving there, was to call Findlay - 
for further details concerning the registration of this vehicle. — * 

Andrews stated further that Williams has requested him to go to 
Miami, Florida, as soon as the car now in his possession is registered 
and steal a Lincoln automobile for Martin LutheMCing. There is no 
indication that King is or is not aware of this request. - • 


Williams and Findlay have indicated they have 13 other stolen 
automobiles which they desire to get registered and that they have counterfiet 
$20 plates and phony pay roll checks in their possession. ft is further 
reported that Williams and Findlay have a Negro woman (a notary public in • 
Atlanta) who handies paper work in connection with the stolen cars for a 
fee of $50 each. ' - 


The afore going was discussed with^HI^IHIHliiw Charles D. •> 
Brennan and Joseph A. Sizoo of the Domestic Intelligence Division, and 
Section Chief Rex L Shroder of the General Investigative Division. 


ASAC Westfall was instructed as follows: 


1. Obtain detailed signed statements from Andrews concerning 
each of the automobiles handled by him. 

2. Check out as expeditiously as possible details concerning the 
vehicle now in his possession to determine if a violation of the ITSMV 
Statute is involved. 


3. Upon obtaining full details with reference to the auto presently 
in Andrews' possession, discuss with the appropriate U. S. Attorney 

for his prosecutive views. • •* 

4. After full details are obtained from Andrews with reference 

to the other automobiles, immediately set forth leads to obtain full details 
with respect to these vehicles. .

5. Immediately instruct our Atlanta Office to initiate appropriate 
discreet coverage to determine what vehicles are in possession of Williams 
and Findlay and other officials of SCLC. 



7. Andrews should not be permitted to proceed to Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, with the car in his possession. 


Savannah Office is submitting a teletype tonight with full details 
and ASAC Westfall was instructed to keep the Bureau advised of pertinent 
developments in this case and to afford it preferred and continuous 
attention. 

We are proceeding with caution as this could be a "hoax” in an 
effort to embarrass the Bureau and/or leaders of the SCLC,

The only subversive information developed to date 
reveals that while a graduate student at Tale, Barber made an 
appointment to see Benjamin Davis, Jr., then a member of the 
National Committee, Communist Party, DSA, on 11/25/57. Barber 
Indicated that he desired to confer with Davis informally since 
Barber was basically Interested in economics and politics. 

STAU0HT0N CRAIG/LYND: ■ ^ -■ C O * m ■ 

Lynd is on the Security Index. He is white, born 
J.l/22/29. at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and is presently an 
Associate Professor of History at Tale University. Dating back 
to the 1940’s, he has had a long history of connections with 
communist , socialist and pacifist organizations. For example, 
in 1953 he admitted to Bureau Agents former membership in the ■ 

American Touth for Democracy, Independent Socialist League and 
the Socialist Workers Party, all of which have been cited by the 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. He served in 
the United States Army from October, 1953 to April, 1954, when he 
was given an undesifable discharge pursuant to an Army regulation which 
required the discharge of disloyal or subversive enlisted personnel. 
This discharge was later changed to honorable. Lynd has been very actlv 
in recent years in pacifist activities. For example, in October, 1962, 
he was in a picket line in Atlanta ^ Georgia, protesting the President's 
action in demanding withdrawal of Soviet missiles from Cuba. In the 
Summer of 1964, he participated in civil rights activities in Misslsslp 
and on October 30, 1964, spoke at a New Tork City meeting of the 
Socialist Workers Party. He has been a particularly outspoken critic 
of United States policy relative to Vietnam and we have previously 
furnished information concerning Lynd's background and activities to 
the White House, Attorney General and the intelligence community. 

Lynd has also announced his refusal to pay Income tax as he is opposed 
to money being used for fighting in Vietnam. He has also often 
publicly stated that a "Continental Congress" should be convened to 
impeach the President for his action in Vietnam and other areas. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

This is for the Director's information. By separate 
memorandum, we are submiting an analysis of the King Conference with 
his advisors recommending dissemination .to the White House, Attorney 
General, and Secretary of State Rusk. / ,

1 October 19, 1965, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past advised that on that date one of 
Martin Luther King's assistants in the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) had been in Boston to 
contact the local SCLC leadership. 



King's assistant stated that all of the local SCLC branches 
throughout the country were being told, at King's orders, 
that they were not to participate in any further demon- 
strations .

It is King's plan to form a group of sane, sensible, 
responsible persons in each area who can sit down at a 
council table and discuss problems amicably and come to 
intelligent and responsible decisions. 

The source understands that one of the principal reasons 
for this change in policy is the fact that none of the 
local SCLC branches have submitted an accounting of funds 
collected by them in the past two years nor are they able 
to do so. Most of the funds collected by these groups are 
donated in support of demonstrations in which SCLC participated.

An article In "The News Journal", Mansfield, Ohlo^ 
dally newspaper. Issue of October 11, 1965, stated that the 
Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KINO, JR., delivered an afternoon sermon 
at the Mt. Hermon Baptist Church In Mansfield, on October 10, 1965. 
The occasion was the fifth anniversary of the pastorate of Dr. 
KING'S uncle, the Reverend JOEL KINO, at the Mt. Hermon Church. 

The article stated that Dr. KINO had arrived In Mansfield 
on the afternoon of October 10, 1965, In the company of his 
brother, the Reverend A.D. WILLIAM KINO and a number of other 
relatives. According to the article, KINO left Mansfield, after 
the services, for Crawfordsville, Georgia, where be was scheduled 
to address a rally that evening. 

According to the article. Dr. KINO, In his sermon at 
the church, appealed to his listeners to "translate the discord 
of the world into a national symphony of harmony". He urged 
that people stand up for Justice and right despite criticism 
or danger and repeatedly Included a plea for nonviolence. 

The article reflected that Dr. KINO stated that he 
had no plans for returning to Ohio In the near future and that 
he will concentrate on Chicago as a northern base of operations. 

He said the Chicago operation will be the first venture of 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference in the north.

Among other things King is reported as calling for a 
guaranteed annual wage, : .adequate minimum wage for all

This article also reports that King charged a 
number of unions are guilty of practicing discrimination 
and bar Negroes from their membership. 

King also called for a union of labor and the 
civil rights movement saying that these are the two most 
dynamic movements to reshape this nation during the past 
30 years. 


The October 7, 1965 edition of the "Chicago Dally 
News” contains an article reporting on the appearance 
of King before the Illinois Labor Convention in 
Springfield, Illinois on October 7, 1965, and the article 
cites King as saying that Chicago has the same problems 
as those problems that led to the August, 1965 race riots 
in Los Angeles. This article reports King as being 
critical of organized labor accusing labor of * standing 
still and falling down on the civil rights issue. 

King was quoted as saying "where once the anti-poverty fight 
was the product of labor's creativity, now the Federal 
Government continue it through agencies essentially apart 
from labor".

On October 10, 1965, a confidential soured, who has 
furnished reliable Information In the past, advised that on 
that date, Clarence Jones contacted Martin Luther King on the 
subject of Viet Nam. According to the source, Jones informed 
King of the following: 


The Lawyers Committee on Policy In Viet Nam prepared 
a brief that was put Into the Congressional record last week by 
Senators Gruening and Morse (probably Senators Ernest Gruenlng 
and Wayne Morse). The brief states essentially that there Is 
no legal basis for the United States Army being in Viet Nam. 

A copy of the brief is to be mailed to his, Jones* office, on 
Monday, October 11, 1965. 


On the basis of this brief, Gruenlng and Morse had 
prepared a resolution which they were about to introduce into 
the Senate. The basis of the resolution was that no American 
draftee could be sent to Viet Nam unless he consents or unless 
there has been prior Congressional authorization for sending him. 
However, President Johnson heard about the resolution and called 
Gruening to his office to discuss the matter and the President 
asked that the resolution not be introduced. The important

He 
said newsmen from Philadelphia had called him pressuring him for 
statements.

Staughton Iynd was interviewed by 
Special Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation on August 13, 1953. 

During this interview, Iynd advised that 
although he had never been a member of the 
Communist Party, he had Joined the American 
Youth for Democracy (AYD) in the Fall of 
19^6 on the campus at Harvard University. 

He stated that the AYD was known as the 
Harvard Youth for Democracy on the campus 
and that he had disaffiliated himself with 
the AYD in June of 1947. 

The AYD has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 101*50. 

Staughton Iynd further advised during this 
interview that while at Harvard University, 
he had also been a member of the John Reed 
Club for approximately two years during 
191*7 and 191*8. He stated that approximately 
for one year during this period, he had 
served as the Secretary of the John Reed 
Club.
